Chester County Coroner, said 
the baby was developed to six 
or seven months. A pathologist 
will 
examine 
it 
today 
to 
determine whether it was born 
alive or dead. 
After bringing the baby back 
to his farm, Charles notified 
police and Patrolman George 
Maxwell,

Pottsgrove 
Township, was dispatched to the 
scene.

He told police he cleans the 
shoulders once a month and 
recalled finding a number of 
unusual items, including a dead 
goat several years ago.

Pay, Price Controls Lifted 


From Many Small Businesses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government Monday lifted pay 
and price controls from mil­ 
lions of small businesses and 
small governmental units. 
It also tightened its grip on 
medium-sized builders and hos­ 
pitals, and concentrated more 
of its controls manpower on big 
businesses and big unions. 
Director Donald Rumsfeld of 
the Cost of Living Council said 
the changes are designed to 
make controls work better by 
cutting red tape. 
He said controls will stay in 
effect for the rest of the econo­ 
my until they work, and de­ 
clined to predict when they 
would be ended. 
The 
council 
removed 
both 
pay and price controls general­ 
ly from businesses and local 
governmental units with 60 or 
fewer employes.

Wage con­ 
trols have been removed from 
19 million workers making up 
26 per cent of all workers draw­ 
ing paychecks. 
Pay controls also are gone 
from 67.500 small counties and 
towns with a total 378.000 em ­ 
ployes, which is 83 per cent of 
all local governments but only 
7 per cent of all local govern­ 
ment workers. Local taxes nev­ 
er have been controlled. 
Rumsfeld said business com­ 
petition will tend to keep down 
prices and wages of the ex­

Tony Boyle 
Election 
Overturned 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
A 
U.S. District Court judge Mon­ 
day overturned the 1969 elec­ 
tion of United Mine Workers 
President W. A. ‘Tony” Boyle. 
Judge William Bryant agreed 
with 
the 
government’s 
con­ 
tention that the union used un­ 
ion money and facilities to con­ 
duct 
an 
irregularity-studded 
election weighted in Boyle’s fa­ 
vor. 
Bryant instructed the Justice 
Department to submit on May 8 
an order detailing how a new 
election should be conducted 
under the supervision of the 
secretary of labor. 
In a lengthy opinion following 
a six-month trial. Bryant wrote 
that in order to find for the un­ 
ion, “the court would be forced 
to swim upstream against the 
tide of evidence too strong to 
resist.” 
“The walls of justice are 
closing in on Tony Boyle,” said 
Attorney Joseph Rauh one of 
the parties in the complex legal 
action. 
There 
was 
no 
immediate 
comment from union officals. 
While 
the judge’s 
decision 
may be appealed, the effect of 
the District Court action cannot 
be halted by a stay. 
In the bitter 1969 campaign, 
Boyle defeated an insurgent un­ 
ion faction led by presidential 
candidate 
Joseph A. 
“Jock” 
Yablonski. 
Yablonski, 
his 
wife 
and 
daughter were shot to death in 
their Pennsylvania home just 
three weeks after the election. 
Two 
persons have pleaded 
guilty to the murders and two 
more have been convicted in 
the case. The investigation is 
continuing. 
No estimate was available on 
when the new election would be 
called to choose the three top 
officers of the international un­ 
ion—the president, vice presi­ 
dent and secretary-treasurer. 
Judge Bryant held that the 
conduct of the election met the 
test of the law allowing a new 
vote when there are indications 
the outcome may have been in­ 
fluenced unlawfully. 
The suit challenging the elec­ 
tion was brought by the secre­ 
tary of labor, the only official 
allowed to take a union election 
into court. 
Among Bryant’s specific find­ 
ings: 
—“The 
(incumbents) 
timed 
and manipulated the salary in­ 
creases (of union employes) for 
the purpose of throwing them 
into the election . . . in an effort 
to attract the support of its em­ 
ployes and for the incumbent 
officers in terms of services 
and financial aid.” 
—The union failed and re­ 
fused “ to assume any responsi­ 
bility for providing sufficient 
information to Yablonski for 
him to avail himself of the op­ 
portunity to cover the polls 
with observers constitutes a fla­ 
grant violation . . . ” of the law. 
—“The evidence shows that 
in a great number of defend­ 
ant’s local unions little regard 
was shown for the requirement 
that the election be held by se­ 
cret ballot .. 
-T h e United Mine Workers 
Journal, 
a 
union 
publication 
mailed to members, “was used 
as a campaign instrument for 
the incumbents, particularly as 
to President Boyle . . . ” 
Along with Boyle. Vice Presi­ 
dent George Titler and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer 
John 
Owens 
face the new election. Their 
current terms expire in 1975.

South Vietnamese 
Abandon QuangTri 


SAIGON (AP)' - The South 
Vietnamese abandoned Quang 
Tri on Monday, giving the Com­ 
munist command control of a 
broad strip of strategic territo­ 
ry just below the demilitarized 
zone and a springboard for at­ 
tacks deep into the South—pos­ 
sibly against Hue. 
The Quang Tri loss, Hanoi’s 
first major triumph in the 33- 
day-old offensive, was accom­ 
panied by these developments 
in other parts of South Viet­ 
nam: 
—A large area along the cen­ 
tral coast, with a 'population of 
200,000 and an important rice 
crop, fell to enemy control. 
—The North Vietnamese in­

Several thousand Sooth Viet­ 
namese troops were trying to 
battle their way south from 
Quang Tri, capital of the prov­ 
ince of the same name, late 
Monday after efforts to defend 
the city were officially aban­ 
doned. 
Field reports said at least 20 
American field advisers were 
with them, having volunteered 
to stay with their units, as 80 
other Americans and 49 South 
Vietnamese were extracted in a 
daring helicopter rescue oper­ 
ation. 
A U.S. A1E Sky raider bomb­ 
er, flying with, the helicopters 
to suppress ground fire, and an

were shot down during the res­ 
cue. The skyraider pilot was 
picked up;

The loss of its northernmost 
provincial capital was the most 
stunning setback yet for South 
Vietnam in the North Vietnam­ 
ese offensive. The enemy now 
has seized control of all territo­ 
ry up to 27 miles south of the 
demilitarized zone.

new front line. 
“We have given up plans to 
defend Quang Tri,” Brig. Gen. 
Thomas Bowen, senior U.S. ad­ 
viser in the northernmost 1st 
military region, said in dis­ 
closing the city’s abandonment. 
He added that the troops left in 
the area would be “working 
their way out as best they 
can.” 
Should the North Vietnamese 
actually occupy Quang Tri City,

Anderson Says Hoover Prepared Secret Sex Memos for LBJ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI

memos’’ about the sex lives of 
public figures for Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s presidential bedtime 
reading, columnist Jack Ander­ 
son testified Monday. 
Testifying under oath at a 
House government information 
subcommittee hearing into ex- 
ecutive-branch 
secrecy 
prac­ 
tices, Anderson said he has 
seen FBI sex reports. 
During 
secret 
probes 
of 
prominent 
Americans, 
Ander­ 
son 
said, 
"their 
sex 
lives, 
drinking habits and personal af­ 
fairs have come under FBI 
scrutiny, although the FBI has 
no jurisdiction nor justification 
for this kind of snooping. 


“A love affair, no matter how 
sordid, is no business of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion. Yet FBI chief J. Edgar 
Hoover has demonstrated an in­ 
tense interest in who is sleeping 
with whom in Washington,” An­ 
derson said. 
“ President Johnson was one 
White House occupant who had 
a fine appreciation for stories 
about the extracurricular love 
lives of public figures,” the col­ 
umnist said. “Hoover happily 
prepared secret memos, loaded 
with intimate details about the 
personal affairs of the high and 
mighty, for the president’s bed­ 
time reading.” 
Johnson and the FBI had no 
comment on Anderson’s testi­ 
mony.________________ 


At 
the 
hearing 
Anderson 
mentioned no names of those 
investigated. 
When 
contacted 
by newsmen, Anderson said he 
had seen such a report on the 
Rev. Martin Luther King, slain 
civil-rights leader. 
Anderson said Hoover signed 
the reports, “ and my White 
House sources told me the pres­ 
ident used 
to enjoy 
reading 
them.” But Anderson said they 
are not furnished to the White 
House now because President 
Nixon is not interested in read­ 
ing them. 
Anderson told the subcom­ 
mittee also that for his mem­ 
oirs Johnson drew from “the 
same secret papers that have 
subsequently been made avail-

Signing of an agreem ent to clean up 
the G reat Lakes by the President of the 
'U nited States and the Prim e Minister of 
Canada was historic recognition by the 
-two countries of the task before them. 
* In itself the agreem ent will m ean nothing 
•if the will and determ ination, and the 
funds, are not provided as needed to 
accomplish the Herculean job. Already 
a year has passed since the substance 
of the agreem ent was accepted. What 
is significant about the delay is that one- 
-fourth the tim e allotted by the pact to 
m ake the lakes “ clean enough for any 
fish to live in" already has elapsed. 


Because of the m ammoth task, the 
original tim etable was unrealistic, but 
the months and years ahead must be 
nurtured more carefully if the goals are 
to be met. The sam e caution applies to 
the $2.5 billion provided in the agreem ent 
to finance the clean up operation. 


Four-fifths of this is to come from the 
U.S., which has much m ore industry sur­ 
rounding the lakes than does Canada. 
But estim ates of the final cost of the 
lakes operation are much higher than 
this.

The agreem ent calls for much more 
than this, including the construction of 
treatm ent facilities for municipal and 
industrial w astes, reducing the discharges 
of phosphorous (one of the prim e causes 
of algae grow th), eliminating m ercury 
and 
other 
toxic 
m aterials 
from dis­ 
charges. controlling other forms of pol­ 
lution 
(including 
therm al, 
radioactive 
and pesticide), preventing oil spills, and 
finding some m eans of controlling waste 
from sanitary sewer overflows. 


Adding to the complications contribut­ 
ing to these problems are detergents, 
which account for about 70 per cent of 
the phosphates in U.S. sewage. There 
is still no general, effective substitute 
for phosphorous in these products, 


A num ber of problems unrelated to 
those outlined in the agreem ent need to 
be overcom e before real progress can 
be achieved in the fight. But the G reat 
Lakes agreem ent is a beginning unlike 
any which have come before. 


It is the first time two nations have 
have com bined forces to launch a cam ­ 
paign for w ater purity. 


The G reat Lakes, among the greatest 
inland bodies of water in the world, de­ 
serve no less. 


Moscow Woos Iraq 


By signing a 15-year treaty of friend­ 
ship and cooperation with Iraq, the Soviet 
Union 
has 
continued 
the 
process 
of 
strengthening 
the 
protection 
of 
her 
southern tier, a top Kremlin priority. 


The Soviets perhaps also hope the 
treaty will give them an alternative bas­ 
tion in the Arab world. The Iraqis, of 
course, have leadership am bitions of their 
own in the Arab wrorld, and Baghdad’s ri­ 
valry with Cairo is of longer standing 
than their differences in approach to the 
M ideast situation. 


Iraq, however, 
is likely to benefit 
m ore economically and m ilitarily than 
politically. The Soviets, while assiduously 
cultivating Arab friendship, usually m an­ 
age to avoid going all the way with them. 


Nor is Moscowr expected to give any 
support to the Iraqis in their dispute with

neighboring Iran over some Persian Gulf 
islands — Moscow has been courting the 
Iranians, too. 


Soviet help in developing the oil in­ 
dustry would lessen Iraqi dependence on 
the W estern consortium operating under 
the nam e of Iraqi Petroleum Co., and 
perhaps eventually altogether eliminate 
it — an aim that both Moscow and Bagh­ 
dad can be expected to share. 


Another clause in the treaty could 
prove a potential breakthrough for the 
Soviets. The language is general and 
vague and says m erely that it is “ in the 
interests of the two countries that they 
pursue cooperation in the field of strength­ 
ening each o th er’s defense ability.” 


This is expected to include m ilitary 
supplies for Iraq. But this could also be 
interpreted to m ean Iraqi bases for the 
Soviet.

Shapp's Prestige Hurt by Election 


By MASON DENISON 
HARRISBURG — An unfunny 
thing happened to Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp on his way to the 
Miami Beach Democratic Con­ 
vention — the Pennsylvania pri­ 
mary election. 
Back in January, despite pleas 
for neutrality from many of the 
State Democratic hierarchy. 
Shapp came out full-fledged for 
Maine Sen. Edmund Muskie for 
that party’s presidential nom­ 
ination. 
At that time, to most pun­ 
dits. Muskie looked like a “shoo- 
in" for his party's nod in Flor­ 
ida in July. But this column 
noted Feb. 2 that “things are 
not nearly as certain for the 
Maine politico in this State." 
That February column went 
on to say that by announcing 
his selection before the April 


25 Pennsylvania primary, “His 
excellency is taking a calculated 
risk.’* 
Should Muskie lose Pennsyl­ 
vania, the column continued, 
“the governor’s power and pre­ 
stige in the state party and 
state legislature will h a v e 
sustained a hard blow. Other 
Pennsylvania governors in the 
past faced similar situations — 
do you jump on what you con­ 
sider to be the bandwagon; 
or do you remain neutral?” 
Well, the Pennsylvania pri­ 
mary is now history, and Sen. 
Muskie went down to another 
defeat (as well as in Massachu­ 
setts the same day!), and de­ 
cided two days later to with­ 
draw from active campaigning, 
dragging along with him much 
of the political prestige of Gov. 


Ironically, his excellency’s 
predecessor found himself in 
similar straits. 
Four years ago prior to the 
GOP Presidential Convention, 
Gov. Raymond P. Shafer came 
out four-square for New York 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. Several 
months later a gent named 
Richard M. Nixon strolled into 
the convention hall and locked 
up the proceedings. True, Sha­ 
fer went on to campaign hard 
for Nixon, but it was a case of 
the governor having jumped on 
the wrong bandwagon prior to 
the convention. 
Not that Shafer and Shapp 
were in any unique position. 
Other Pennsylvania governors in 
the past faced similar situa­ 
tions — “do you jump on what 
you consider to be the band­ 
wagon; or do you remain neu­ 
tral?” 


So as things turned out, Tues­ 
day’s doings added up to another 
rebuff for Gov. Shapp. Rubbing 
salt in the wound was the de­ 
feat of his nephew, Berle M. 
Schiller, at the hands of in­ 
cumbent State Sen. H e r b e r t 
J. McGlinchey. 
Then there was the gover­ 
nor's first-ever state income 
tax rearing its head in last 
week’s balloting. 
Incumbent 
Sen. Robert R. Gerhart Jr., 
who had voted for Shapp’s 2.3 
per cent tax, was ousted by 
State Rep. Michael A. O’Pake. 
who had tied the tax albatross 
around the Reading senator’s 
neck. 
Indications are there will be 
plenty of these “albatrosses” 
to go around next November’s 
voting, which will see all of the 
State House seats and half those 
in the Senate up for grabs in 


t h os e Democraitic-controlled 
chambers. 
Interestingly, none of the 
Republican incumbents were de­ 
feated in the primary — in either 
the House or Senate! 
Between now and November, 
however, there are still two 
major doings with w'hidi Shapp 
will have to grapple — regular 
legislative business (particular­ 
ly, his proposed near-$4 billion 
budget) and his party’s Presi­ 
dential picking in Miami Beach. 
There appears to be no 
doubt that Shapp will still head 
his state party’s delegation to 
the national convention this 
summer. But Pennsylvania’s 
primary has probably taken 
some of the aroma off the 
orange blossoms insofar as the 
chief of (this) state is con­ 
cerned.

Dear C .L.: 
I take your reluctance and 
indecisions, however argued, as 
evidence that the man doesn t 
appeal to you intrinsically, phy­ 
sically, personally, as a hus­ 
band — in the sweetheart-and- 
lover sense. 
The fact that you've been 
seeing him for a year, and have 
been weighing his marriage of­ 
fer, in terms of letting him try 
to persuade you, simply means 
(I think) that you hunger natur­

Extra Second 
To Be Added to 
Year's Length

this year seems a little longer 
than usual, there’s good reason. 
It will be. One second longer; in 
fact. 
On June 30, an extra 
lap 
second will be added to the 
world’s master clocks to cor­ 
rect 
a 
discrepancy 
due 
to 
changes in the earth’s rotation 
discovered in 1958 with the de­ 
velopment of atomic clocks so 
accurate that it would take 50,- 
000 years for one of them to 
gain or lose a single second. 
Since then, scientists say, the 
world’s 
conventional 
clocks 
would have been off by at least 
11 seconds except for relatively 
frequent corrections made by 
adding thousandths of a second 
to the time recorded on con­ 
ventional master clocks. 
But scientists say the necesi- 
Ity for such frequent changes 
poses 
potential 
dangers-espe- 
eially for organizations like the 
armed forces and the space 
agency whose clocks must be 
precisely 
synchronized 
world­ 
wide. 
THE WRONG WAY 
“Every time you correct a 
clock, you stand a chance of 
correcting it the wrong way,” 
said Dr. Glenn Hall, assistant 
director of the U.S. Naval Ob­ 
servatory’s time division, the 
nation’s official timekeeper. 
So, by international scientific 
agreement, the world’s official 
timekeepers this year will add 
a full second—a leap second— 
by flicking the second hand of 
their master docks back one 
second 
just 
before 
midnight 
(EST) on June 30. 
“Future action,” Hall said 
“will 
depend 
upon 
how 
the 
earth rotates. It could be that it 
will speed up again.” 
In any case, he said, “ we'll 
be making bigger changes but 
less often than before.” 
Mini-changes in the earth’s 
rotation have been detected, or 
suspected, since colonial times 
But an essentially “new” class 
has 
been 
known 
only 
since 
1952—and 
they 
weren’t 
pre­ 
cisely measured until atomic 
clocks came along in 1958, Hall 
said. 
The 
reason 
the 
corrections 
are 
necessary 
is 
that 
con­ 
ventional clocks, from London’s 
Big 
Ben to 
the 
cheapest 
wristwatch, 
measure 
time 
based on the assumption that it 
takes 24 hours for the earth to 
rotate on its axis. 
SLOWING DOWN 
But the earth's rotation is 
currently slowing down—almost 
imperceptibly, 
but 
enough to 
affect precise timekeeping. 
Atomic 
clocks. 
however, 
measure time by the vibrations 
of 
atoms 
rather 
than 
the 
earth's rotation. 
Specifically, 
they 
measure 
the dance-like vibration of the 
atoms which make up a mole­ 
cule of cesium gas. 
The cesium atoms, vibrating 
at an unchanging rate of 9,192,- 
631.770 cycles per second, acti­ 
vate a tiny quartz crystal. In 
turn, the vibrations of the crys­ 
tal set up an alternating elec­ 
tric current which drives an or­ 
dinary electric clock. 
In effect, the Naval Observa­ 
tory uses an atomic dock to 
keep its conventional 
master 
dock “honest.” 
Why not substitute the atomic 
clock for the conventional mas­ 
ter clock? 
For one thing, the cost would 
be prohibitive. Atomic clocks 
cost anywhere from $8,000 to 
$80.000 each. 
Navigational 
longitudes 
and 
the earth’s time zones, for ex­ 
ample, are based on earth-rota- 
tion time. So is the measure 
ment of noon as the time when 
the sun is directly overhead. 
If the atomic clock were used 
as the sole standard of time, 
Hall said, ‘‘we might eventually 
find that the sun was overhead 
at six o’clock in the morning in 
stead of at noonv”

INSIGHT 
What Drugs Cause 
Psychological Need? 


By DR. RICHARD HORMAN 
QUESTION: In your column you talk about psychological 
dependence a lot. What exactly doy uo mean by that, and 
what drugs cause this problem,? 
ANSWER: A person is psychologically dependent when 
he feels he needs regular doses of a drug in order to pro­ 
duce pleasure or avoid discomfort,. Frequently this feeling 
has no physiological basis—the “need” for the drug is all 
in the user’s head. 
What happens if a. person is psychologically dependent 
on a drug and his supply is suddenly cut off? Physically, 
nothing may happen, but the person will probably feel ter­ 
ribly anxious and upset. He may even display some pseudo- 
physiological svmtoms of withdrawal. 
Many people believe, wrongly, that a drug causing only 
a psychological dependence is not dangerous. One class of 
drugs with a very high potential for psychological depend­ 
ence is amphetamines. As I’ve noted previously in this 
column, amphetamines are among the most dangerous of 
drugs, even though they are not physically addicting. 
Amphetamines can cause toxic psychosis — an actual 
poisoning of the brain that may eventually cause a person 
to become psychotic—if they are used frequently over a 
long period of time. Psychotic individuals have trouble sep­ 
arating what is real from what is not real. Their fantasy 
lives may grow to be far more extensive than their inter­ 
actions with the real world. 
Any drug that can cause physical dependence can also 
result in psychological _dependence. The physical depend­ 
ence may be dealt with in a matter of days, but overcoming 
a psychological dependence takes much longer and is often 
much more difficult,. Our knowledge of physiological with­ 
drawal far exceeds what we know of the mind and its moti­ 
vations.

“People don’t want to wait 
wo years for a lawn started 
rom seed,” explained Mrs. 
Villiam Waltz, wife of one of 
he owners of Waltz Turf Farm, 
..imerick. ‘‘They want instant 
et-out-of-the-rmid.” 
And even if they try planting 


1 lawn, they’re liable to run 
nto trouble with weeds, insects 
if plant diseases. Or they find 
heir grass doesn’t grow well 


1 shady spots or sunny area. 
“All that is eliminated when 
icople buy sod,” Mrs. Waltz 
aid. 
CULTIVATED 
Sod is cultivated grass that’s 
old with three quarters of an 
ich of soil or more matted into 
he roots. A buyer purchases 
nóugh to cover his lawn area 
ind places it on prepared 
¡round. Within a week it should 
ake root as if it always had 
¡rown there. 
“We guarantee it to be free 
if weeds and diseases so, ex­ 
cept for fertilizing the lawn 
mice a year which everybody 
hould do anyway, there’s no 
vork to making it grow.” 
Grass comes in many dif- 
erent varieties, too, some that 
jrow best in Shade and others 
hat need lots of sun. 
“People are always calling us 
md asking what they should do 
ibout a certain spot,” Mrs.

every need,”

Mot of the Waltz business is 
wholesale to large suppliers but 
several hundred homeowners 
stop at the turf farm each year. 
“And 
if somebody 
finds 
problems developing after a few 
months, maybe a disease or 
something the grass picked up 
from a neighboring lawn, my 
husband goes to see it and 
recommends a remedy,” Mrs. 
Waltz said. 
Builders often buy sod to give 
new homes a finished look. 
“Until a few years ago they 
used to buy plain field grass 
to put around apartment houses, 
things like that, but since the 
Pennsylvania 
Certified 
Sod 
program was started more 
builders are buying cultivated 
grass,” remarked Mrs. Waltz. 
The program provides state 
inspectors 
to 
approve 
sod 


farmers’ fields before and after 
planting and just before the sod 
is cut 
“They certify that it is high 
quality*and that it is the variety 
of grass you say it is. This 
protects the buyer since a few 
years ago customer had no 
way of really knowing what 
they were buying. 
“A few grass varieties are 
easy to tell apart. For instance, 
fescoe has a fine, thin blade 
while merion and Kentucky 
bluegrass blends have short 
thick blade. But for m o s t 
kind, you have to be an expert 
to know1 one from the other.” 
She added that sod may seem 
more expensive than grass seed 
but considering the time seed 
takes to mature and the work 
saved 
by 
eliminating 
the 
weeding and spraying young 
grass requires, probably the 
price is about the same in the 
long run. 
William and Raymond Waltz, 
brothers, own the turf farm and 
a golf course on Route 422. Mrs. 
Waltz remarked there’s never 


any delay in patching damaged 
areas on the golf green. 
The family employs up to It 
workers from spring to early 
winter but only has one year- 
round employe. One of the 
spring jobs beginning now is re­ 
working newly seeded areas 
that were washed out by heavy 
rain. 
The William Waltz home is 
an old farm house behind the 
golf course on Route 422 with 
220 acres of sod in various 
stages of growth extending from 
the back yard. The Waltz’s 
lease 70 additional acres at 
another location. 
“We’ll have 190 acres ready 
to cut this year,” Mrs. Waltz 
said. “It takes about two years 
to grow sod from seed so we 
have to rotate our fields. Last 
year w-e sold all we had to cut 
and we’re hoping for another 
good season.” 


Karl Pacanovsky, a master 
woodcarver and a Hill School 
art master for 28 years, will 
retire at the end of the school 
year. 
At a time wben old-world 
craftsmanship is increasingly 
revered but increasingly scarce, 
Pacanovsky is the embodiment 
of the old-world craftsman. 
Born in Slovakia in the days 
of the Austro-Hungarian Em­ 
pire, he w-as an apprentice 
woodcarver at the age of 11. 
He proved adept at his trade, 
and by the time he was 18 he 
already was recognized for his 
beautiful sculpture work on 
altars in Vienna cathedrans. 
In 1913, the altar building 
business slackened and he 
began roaming Europe with a 
group of friends. On a sudden 
impulse, he hopped a freighter 
in Hamburg for the United 
States 
and 
obtained 
wood 
working jobs in New York. 
Only 19 years old, Pacanovsky 
planned only a short stay in 
America but war broke out in 
Europe and he found a per­ 
manent job at Tiffany & Co. 
designing and making wooden 
boxes for jewelry and silver­ 
ware. 
In 1922, he met his wife, 
Evelyn, 
an interior design 
student in New York’s Fine 
Industrial School. He left Tif­ 
fany’s and began his own fur­ 
niture making business with his 
wife’s assistance. 
The business was successful 
for 10 years and Pacanovsky 
began to expand operations, 
including interior decorating 
and antique reproductions. But 
the depression 
brought 
an 
abrupt end to the business in 
1933.He 
enrolled 
in 
Rutgers 
University 
and 
earned 
a 
teaching certificate. For 10 
years he taught woodworking in 
New Jersey public schools but 
he disliked the atmosphere in 
public schools and in 1944, he 
joined the faculty of the Hill 
School. 
“I became disillusioned with 
public schools,” he explained, 
“because in public schools 
everything is handed to the 
students. They come to believe 
they are entitled to getting 
things free. I didn’t like that 
atiude.” 
Pacanovsky feels that most 
people don’t appreciate things 


that are given them, only things 
they work for. And at the Hill 
School, he believes he instille 
an attitude of selfhelp in his 
classes. 
“A 
man’s 
well-being 
is 
dependent upon himself,” he 
said. “Woodworking presents 
many problems and difficulties 
which the student must work 
out himself.” 
“My aim,” he continued, “is 
not to make carpenters out of 
my students but to teach them, 
through 
the 
problems and 
difficulties they face in their 
creative work, to develop strong 
characters and to develop the 
ability and desire to cope with 
the problems facing them.” 
Pacanovsky’s house is filled 
with fine, rich furniture of 
many periods and designs. He 
made all of it. 
In his living room, he has 
a Queen Ann pie crust table, 
a huge secretary of his own 
design with intricate scrollwork 
on the front and a profusion 
of delicate drawers inside, a 
perfect replica of a Chippendale 
chair and a highly ornamental 
prefectory table. 
All his dining room furniture 
is his own design, as well as 
massive bookshelves that line 
the living room wall. Two 
massive beds and a floor length 
mirror, all in 14th century 
design, are in a bedroom. 
Pacanovsky 
designed 
and 
made the hardware for his 
furniture, and several examples 
of his wrought iron work are 
in his house. 
The woodcarver also left The 


Hill School with magnificent 
woodwork and furniture, In­ 
cluding a carved inscription on 
a 
panelled wall containing 
Pacanovsky’s 
favorite 
Bible 
verse: “The invisible things of 
God may be clearly seen, being 
understood by the things that 
are made.” 
One of his greatest pleasures 
was .seeing The Hill School give 
academic credit to students for 
successfully 
completing 
his 
woodworking course. “It was 
only three or four years ago 
that The Hill School granted 
credit to students taking the 
satisfaction. 
“It took me many years to 
reach the point where the school 
thought enough of the program 
to grant credit. Before that 
students took the course more 
or less on their own initiative. 
Nothing gives Pacanovsky 
more delight than to see a 
student become successful with 
woodworking. He proudly noted 
that his position as wood­ 
working instructor will be filled 
by a former Hill School student 
of his. “The parents often are 
surprised when they see the 
beautiful boxes and furniture 
their boys made,” he said. 
He 
recalled 
that 
many 
students came back to him after 
graduation and told him they 
regretted not taking the course. 
“I just visited a former student 
who made an excellent Queen 
Anne table,” he related. “The 
s t u d e n t accidentally went 
through the first top, but he 
didn’t give up. He tried it again 
and it turned out beautifully.”
